4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art could not 
alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious a container made of two components with a 
crushable material as well as a reactive multilayer material between the components to seal them. 

The most pertinent prior art, GOEPPNER, discloses a container with deformable material 
(beads) in the sidewalls. However, GOEPPNER does not show the use of a reactive multilayer 
material as part of the sealing between the container components, nor would it be obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add such a feature to the 
invention of GOEPPNER.
